This Monaſtery was, as (6) Leland remarks, firſt begun at 
Bagley Wood, two Miles higher on the River, but the Foun- 


dation and Works not proſpering there, it was tranſlated to | 
Seukeſham, which afterwards loſt its Name, and was called 
Abbington, that is, Abbatie Oppidum: By means of this mag- 


nificent Convent Abbington grew to vaſt Encreaſe in In- 


habitants and Riches, and its Monaſtery was veſted with ſuch | 


ample Privileges, that almoſt all the Churches about it were 
only Chapels of Eaſe to it, and here it was that they buried 


as their Mother-Church. Neither St. Nicholas or St. Helens, | 
the two Churches in Abingtan, now in being, aſſuming this | 
Right till after the Deſtruction of this ſtately Abbey; which 
while it ſtood was accounted the chief Ornament of this, 


Town and the County of Berks. 


That Poſterity may have ſome Idea of the Splendor and 
Magnificence of the Structure, I ſhal]l give ſome Repreſen- 
tation of it from (e) Teland who ſaw it, and ſeems to deſcribe 
it to have been fomewhat like Wells Cathedral, as ſtanding | 
in a ſpacious Area, and being adorn'd in like manner with #wo |

But I ſhall forbear ſpeaking farther of this Matter, left I render 
my ſelf traduced and ſuſpected of retaining too ſuperſtitious an 
Affection for theſe Buildings; tho' I cannot avoid concludin 
that it would have been much for the Honour of our Nation 
if the great and noble Churches had been left ſtanding and 
made Parochial, and the Aſhes of the dead been ſuffered to 
have remained undifturbed, the Violation of which our No- 
bility cannot reflect on without the utmoſt Concern, when 
they read of ſo many ſtately Monuments of their Anceſtors 
thus barbarouſly defaced, as well as divers others by this 
means buried in Oblivion, of which there remains no Tra- 
dition; as we may experimentally ſpeak in Relation to this 
Place we are now treating of; whoſe only Remains is a 
Gatehouſe ; and of the many illuſtrious Perſons interred in 
the Precincts of this once flouriſhing Monaftery, we have 
been able only to recover the Names of theſe following from 
Leland, viz. Ciſſa Father to King Ina; St. Edward King and 
Martyr; St, Vincent a Martyr ; Sidemanne Biſhop of Crediton, 
alias Kirton near Exeter; Robert de Oilly and Aldith his Wife 
who were interred in a fine Tomb on the North fide of the 
High Altar; befides ſeveral of the Families of the Beſilles, 
Harcourts, and other principal Gentry in the Neighbourhood 
whoſe Tombs muſt have been very numerous, confidering, 
as aforeſaid, that this (as were moſt other Abbey-Churches) 
was the common Cemetery to the Town, as well as moſt 
Places in the Countrey hereabouts. That I am defective in 
this Particular of the Monuments, I can only lament, and 
wherein I ſhall be ſo in the following Accounts, which re- 
quire to be more largely treated of than it can be expected 
in this Specimen, deſigned only to give a ſhort Hiſtory of 
the Foundation of each Religious Houſe, -with as perfect a 
Deſcription of the Buildings as can be collected together ;

The Form of Surrendery being very long, and almoſt 
verbatim the ſame in all Monaſteries, as may be ſeen by the 


general Preſident given us in Rymer's Fædera, Vol.14. p. 605, 
J ſhall omit it here, and thither refer. However, I ſhall crave 
leave to preſent the Reader with a Tranſcript of the Letters 
patent for aſſigning this Abbat's Penſion, foraſmuch as they 
(according to ſome Perſons Opinions) in a great meaſure 
vindicate him from the horrid Crimes laid to his Charge, of 
which 1 ſhall ſpeak more when I come to the Abbey of 
Batrell, that Convent being alſo charged (tho' without the 
leaſt Proof) with abominable Diſſoluteneſs. To urge only 
one Argument in the Defence of theſe Religious, and con- 
fute their unreaſonable Adverſaries, I ſhall inſtance in the 
Article of the Largeneſs of their Penſions, which may be 
pleaded in their behalf, particularly in anſwer to their moſt 
virulent Accuſer, eſpecially fince he allows, that where the 
Religious had Penſions, it was a Proof of their Innocence, the 
Kings and Viſitors being willing on any-Pretence to diſcard 
them. And that the Religious belonging to both theſe Mo- 
naſteries had large Penſions, will be evident enough to ſuch 
as will compare the Prices of Things now with what they 
were formerly, In order to which, I think fit to obſerve, 
that in peruſing the Farmer of Ravenſton's Account, Com. 
Buckingham, for the Impropriation and Vicaridge of Raven- 
ſton (6), granted with that Priory to Cardinal Wolſey, I find 
that the Farmer by way of diſcount to our College of Chriſt- 
Church (then called Cardinal-College) to which the ſaid Pri- 
ory was then given, reckons but 11: 6s. 8d. for the Vicar's 
Diet for a whole Year; ſo that five Pounds per Annum then, 
which was the loweſt of the Penſions here mentioned, would 
maintain any one in great Honour and Credit. |

Writers, I forbear any farther Account, and ſhall only here 
remark, that he held the Archbiſhoprick of York in Commen- | 
dam with his Abbatſhip, he being at that time a Cardinal, to 


which Dignity, by the Title of St. Cæcilia, he was promoted 
by the Pope on Sept. J. 1515. Beſides other magnificent and

This Monaſtery ſtood in ſome grounds about half a mile off 
the Town, which, tho' reduced to a mean Village, ſhews 
an handſom Pariſh Church, the only remaining Monument

find veſted with many Privileges, and that they were in an- 

2 cient times ſty1'd Lords of Lindſey, I ſhall divide my Cata- 
logue of them into two parts, the firſt whereof ſhall relate 
to the Abbats after the Foundation of King Ethelred, and 
the other to thoſe after the foundation of Gilbert de Gant.

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He obtained an annual Penſion 
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of Abingdon, which ſee p. 11, and 12, mention this Abbat 
to have preſided a good while before the Diſſolution; and 
contain a Clauſe to vacate his Penſion in caſe of the King's 
preferring him, which certainly wou'd not have been thought 
of or inſerted, had this Abbat been ſo ſcandalouſly Wicked 
as ſome Reformation Writers ſet him forth.

The Credit of 
the whole Matter reſts upon the Authority of a vile Pam-

his Apology for Heroctuus, and from him Fuller took them 
F< into his Church-Hiftory, from whom this Hiſtorian recei- 
“ ved them. But Faller is ſo ingenious as to own from whence 
he took them; and to add, that he thinks it not reaſonable 
to believe ſuch hainous Accuſations upon ſo ſlender Te- 


„ plaint which our Hiſtorian brings againſt Dr. Heylin, that 
he never vouched any Authority for what he writ, which is 
not to be forgiven any who write of Tranſattions beyond 
their own Times. I fear that upon Computation it will 
not be found, that our Author hath vouched any Au- 
thority for ſo much as the third Part of his Hiftory; and 
1s eſpecially deficient in thoſe Paſſages which tend to de- 
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„ ſtimony. We have ſome reaſon to reflect upon the Com- 
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«© fame the Memories of other Men; in which above all 
& others Juſtice and Charity would require that ſuſſicient, or 
« at leaſt ſome Teſtimony be produced. 3 

« But to return to Battell Abbey and Chriſt-Church in

From this Record it may be remarked how many diffe- 
rent Officers theſe great Monaſteries had, as 29, 34, and 4 
Prior; a Keeper of the Infirmary ; a Treaſurer, Precentor ; 


a Sacriſt, Celerar, and Subcelerar; Keeper of the Refecto- 


ry, and Lord Abbat's Chaplain ; the Keepers of the Veſtry, 
of the Door, and of the Chapel of the Virgin Mary ; a Cham- 
berlain and Subſacriſt: An Account of whom and their re- 
ſpective Poſts may be ſeen in Fuller's Church Hiſtory : To 
enumerate the reſpective Penſions every one of theſe Mem- 
bers had, might be too tedious; I ſhall therefore only note, 


that John Eſſex the Abbat had 200 Marks, and that the low-

Concerning the Antiquity of this Town, and the Origi-

Robert Atkins's Account of Cirenceſter, for whoſe uſe I ﬆ

no doubt, as we may judge by it's being built ſo little a 
while before the Reformation, ſet within part of the Abbey 
Cemitery. This Pariſh Church is dedicated to St. John the 
Baptiſt, and is a large handſome Building, having a ſpacious 
Body or Nave about 80 Foot in length, and containing with 
the two fide Iles near as much in Breadth ; at the Weſt End 
is a well wrought Tower 135 Foot in height. The Mag- 
nificence of this Church makes the pulling down of the Ab- 
bey leſs lamented, thu' that was no very oid Building. All 
the Weſt part from the Tranſeptum, or great croſs Ifle from 
North to South in the middle of the Church, (where was 
no doubt an high Tower) beyond which was the Choir, 
and probably a Chapel of St. Mary, being a new Work, as 
Leland aſſures us, to exhibit whoſe Account I now proceed; 
only here farther noting, that towards building the Pariſh 
Church the Abbey of Cirenceſter contributed liberally, as 
may be judged from their Arms cut on the outſide of the 
Tower, and ſet up in the Glaſing of the Windows, being 
Gules a Chevron Argent inter 3 Ramm's Heads cabouched ſa- 
ble attired or, 3 :

A great part of this Church, viz. the Weſt- 
ern part of the Body and ſide Iſles, was left ſtanding after the 
Difſolution for a Parochial Church; but it hath been ſince 
ſo miſerably defaced for the lucre of the Lead and other 
Materials, that little remains fave the Walls, which are how- 
ever ruinous and uncover'd at top; and there 1s nothing 
more at this preſent kept up, and that but in poor Repair, 
except ſome part of the North Iſle, which is uſed as the 
Pariſh Church, and is in length 90 Feet, and 24 in breadth ; 
we cannot form to our ſelves a better Idea of the Magnifi- 
cence of this Fabrick, than from the Draught that 1s publiſh- 
ed in the Monaſticon, which is near double the length of

and by computing his Paces, as he himſelf ſets them down 
in one or two places, at a little more than two Foot, as well as 
by what I am informed from Bury *, it was 506 Foot from 
Faſt to Weſt, and 183 Foot from North to South. By a rough 
Scetch I have ſeen of the Ichnography hereof, it ſeems to 
have had Steeples or Towers at the Weſt End as well as one 
in the Middle; tis pity no Account is given in Will. Wir— 
ceſter of the Height of them, exc. However, tis to be ho- 
ped this Defe& may be abundantly retrieved, from the Col- 
jections of the moſt worthy and learned Dr. Batteley, late 
Archdeacon of Canterbury, who being a Native of St. E4- 
munds-bury, drew up an Hiſtory thereof, which if his Exe- 
cutors ever publiſh will be much for the Honour of it ; that 
Gentleman being moſt incomparably skill'd in our Antiqui- 
ties, as well as in. almoſt all other ſorts of Learning. 

The Founder of this Abbey was King Canutus (F) afore-

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Abbey Cemetery, no other Building being contiguous to it: 
This Tower was built tempore Hen. 8. by Abbat Zichfield : Tis 
a well wrought Structure, being at leaſt an 100 Feet in height, 
and is adorn'd at top with neat Battlements, and Pinnacles ; 
in it hang eight Bells, tho' not very great ones, which at 
the Reſtoration -of King Charles the 24 were taken out of the 
two Pariſh Churches above-mentioned by the Towns Peo- 
ple. The Pariſh Churches are ftill ſtanding, and are very 
near this Tower. One of them is dedicated to All-Saints, 
and the other to St. Laurence. Neither of them hath any 
Bells, but the Bells in the Abbey Tower ſerve for the uſe of 
both. One of them, (v2z.) St. Laurence, is officiated in the 
Morning, and All-Saints in the Afternoon, all the Summer 
Seaſon; but in Winter time there is very rarely Divine- 
Service performed in St. Lawrence's Church, that of All- 
Saints being only frequented. Both theſe Churches have 
ſmall ſpire Steeples, and Iſles and Bodies which are leaded; 
and with Bengworth on the other ſide of the Water (being 
likewiſe a Spire, and the Abbey Tower) afford a pleaſant 
Proſpect from the adjacent Hills of Blochley: At the upper 
end of the South Ifle of All- Saints Church is a ſmall Cha- 
pel built by Abbat Lichfeld; tis arched at top with Stone, 
and carved; and under an Arch are the initial Letters of his 
Name C. TL. for Clement Lichfield. At the Entrance into it 
is a grey Marble, on which, as Tradition ſays, was the ſaid 
Abbat's Portraiture, and a monumental Inſcription for him 
under it in Braſs, which are torn off. In the Church of St. 
Laurence, at the upper end of each Iſle, parallel with the Bo- 
dy of the Church, are two Chapels, which ſeem to have been 
built about the ſame time as that of All- Saints, viz. not long 
before the Diſſolution.

ls Place is famous in our old (a) Hiſtorians on 
1 8 account of its having been honoured with the firit 


Chriſtian Church in Great-Britain; built, as they 
ſay, by Joſeph of Arimathea, in the 31ſt Year at- 
| ter the Death of our bleſſed Saviour, c. Here 
was alſo founded the firſt Monaſtery in England by (%) St. Pa- 
trick, (the Apoſtle of the Iriſß, who eſtabliſhed Chriſtianity 
in that Kingdom, and became the firſt Biſhop of Armagh.) 
But this Circumſtance is diſputed by the learned Biſhop Stil- 
lingfleet, who tells. us, that King Ina was the Founder 
of Glaſtonbury. Tis certain he gave great Privileges to it, 
and amongſt others, he is ſaid to have exempted it from E- 
piſcopal Juriſdiction about the Year 725, as may be ſeen in 
the Monaſticon and Prizan's Collections, Tom. I. p. 198. But! 
take this Privilege to be of a much later date than his time: 
That divers of our Kings, as well before the Conqueſt as 
ſince, have been conſiderable Benefactors to this magnificent 
Abbey, may be ſeen by ſeveral Charters printed in the Mo- 
naſticox, and other Accounts of this Place, publiſhed in An- 
glia Sacra, Gales's Hiſt. Anglican. Script. ec. to which, and 
the Draughts in the Monaſticon, I refer the Reader, where 
he may ſee ſome Repreſentation of this moſt noble Structure,

A ERE was a Nunnery founded about the Year 
& 681 or 682, by Oſric, then a tributary Prince to 
Etheldred King of the Mercians, but afterwards 
king of Northumberland, who dedicated it to St. 
| Peter. This Monaſtery, after it had been honou- 
red in having three Queens of Mercia, viz. Kineburg, Ead- 
burg or Elburg, and Eva, Lady-Abbeſſes of it (a), was 
deſtroyed by the Danes. Afterwards part of the Lands be- 
longing to it were enjoy'd by ſecular Prieſts, whom Bernulf 
King of Mercia is ſaid to have ſubſtituted An. 821 ; which 
being expelled by King Canute An. 1022, Monks were in- 
troduced in their room. But this Eſtabliſhment was not 
compleated, till Aldred Biſhop of Worceſter perfected it An. 
1058, and gave Rules to the Benedictines, which he fixed 
here; who being endow'd at the Diſſolution with 1940 l. 
$5. gd. per ann. Dugd. 1550). 4s. 5d. ob. Speed (b), King 
Hen. 8. appropriated their Revenues to the Maintainance of 
a Biſhop, a Dean, and ſix Prebendaries. The aforeſaid 0/- 
ric dying An. 729, was firſt buried in St. Petronell's Chapel, 
 Whence he was removed into our Ladies Chapel, and atter- 
wards (not many Years before the Diſſolution) was laid un- 
der a fair Tomb-ſtone on the North ſide of the High-Al- 
tar; at the Foot of which Tomb is this Inſcription, written

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An Acrount of the Mitred Parliamentary Abbeys, 
Divinity, and Fellow of Gonvill- Hall in Cambridge, and Son 
of William Rugge of North Reppes, Co. Norfolk, was made 
Abbat on the 26th of April 15 30. Six Years after which be- 
ing promoted by King Henry the 8th to the See of Norwich, 
he the ſaid Rugge, by virtue of a private Act of Parliament, 
parted with all the Lands of his Biſhoprick ( except the Scite 
of his Epiſcopal Palace in Norwich) to the King, by way of 


exchange, for the Revenues belonging to the Abbey of 
Hulme and Priory of Hickling; which laſt being ſoon after 


alienated by him, the whole Income ſince his time apper- 
_ taining to the See of Norwich has been only the Eſtate of 


Hulme Monaftery, which his Succeſſors have enjoy'd to this 
preſent, according to the Purport of the ſaid Act; which 
continuing unrepealed, gave occaſion to the late worthy 


Bp. Richard Montague, tempore Caroli primi, to ſubſcribe 
himſelf in his Leaſes executed a little before the great Rebel- 
lion, Ricuarp by Divine Permiſſion Lord Biſhop of Nok wich, 
and Lord Abbat of St. BENEDICTSs D&.HULM. But to return to 
Biſhop Rugge alias Repſe; he died An. 15 50 Sept. the 21f, 


and was buried in the middle of the Cathedral-Church of Nor- 


wich, having been deprived by order of K. Edward the tb, on 
the 3iſt of January preceeding, notwithſtanding he had been 
a zealous Stickler for the King's Supremacy, and influenc'd his 
Convent, 21 in Number, to ſubſcribe to the ſame An. 1534. 
Two Years before this Monaſtery was annexed to the See of 
Norwich by Act of Parliament as aforeſaid , which limited 
the Biſhops of Norwich before the Reformation took place, 
to maintain only a Prior and 12 Mons; all which were fo 
well provided for before the Year 1553, that not 'the leaſt 
Sum remained payable-out of the Abbey, either in Penſions 
or otherwiſe at that time.

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time of its firſt Erection, till the Removal of it to a Place 
called Hyde, without the City Walls of Winchefter ; where- 
upon the Convent loſt its Name of Neuminſter, and was 
ever after diſtinguiſhed by the Title of Hyde Abbey. The 
Occaſion of this Tranſlation was on account of ſeveral Dif- 
ferences ariſing from the too near Neighbourhood of theſe 
great Churches; to prevent which for the future, the Monks 
of Neꝛominſter, being of the latter Foundation, ſubmitted to 
tranſplant themſelves as aforeſaid. On the original Eſtabliſh- 
ment of this Convent by King Edward, which was in the 
Year 903, Seculars were placed in it according to the Foun- 
der's Direction, and St. Grimbald nominated to preſide over 
them : But his Death happening before the fame was fully 
ſettled, 1 cannot find who elſe was ſubſtituted in his ſtead, or 
by whom the ſaid Canons were governed. However, tis 
plain they did not continue above 60 Years, for on the Pro- 
motion of Ethelwold (the great Patron of Monks) to the See 
of Wincheſter An. 963, he found means to diſſolve this Col- 
lege the next Year, viz. (ö) An. 964, and appropriate the 
Revenues to the Maintainance of an Abbat and Monks; on 
whom, as well before their Removal to Hyde (already men- 


tioned) as fince, were conferred large Privileges, not only 


by the Munificence of the Founder King Edward , but alſo 
by ſeveral of his Succeſſors Kings of England, wiz.

Biſhop of 1 e was ſo oppreſſive, that he wreſted from 
the Monks almoſt all their Church Plate, and diſperſed them 
to ſuch a degree, that from forty they were reduce Sten. 
The Reaſon of the Biſhop's thus treating them was, that they 


being but newly fixed at Hyde, of which there had been on-

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Monaſtery had often rivalled the Cathedral while it ſtood in 
its old Place, ſo he was apprehenſive it might ſtill vye and 
contend therewith, it having been ſo celebrate and famous 
for the Sepultures of divers Princes, czc. there interred, wiz. 
(d) King Edward, and his Son Prince Elfred, St. Eadburgh 
Daughter of King Edward, Alfred Son of King Edulf, King 
Alfred, and as ſome Authors tell us, King Edred. (natwith- 
ſanding there is an Inſcription for him in Wincheſter Cathe- 
dral) All which Princes Bones, exc. being with great So- 


lemnity lately removed to Hyde, created farther Emulation, 


on their depoſiting them with ſuch Ceremony there, where 
they reſted in quiet till the general Havock of Religious 
Houſes; which Storm fell ſo ſeverely on Hyde, that there 
continueth not at this Day, the leaſt Remains of the Gran- 
deur of this once magnificent Abbey but the Name : The 
very Ruins, being as it were periſhed, not ſo much as the 
bare Walls of this goodly Church appearing, which ſtood 


Juſt without the City Gate, and was dedicated to the Holy 


Trinity, St. Peter and St. Grimbald, and endowed with Lands 
valued (e) 26 Hen.

| HIS Monaſtery, founded by Jordanus Briſet of 
TS Bricet, An. 1100, and governed by a Prior, who 


was ſtyled (a) Primus Anglia Baro, was the chief 
Seat of the Knights Hoſpitallers of St. John of Je- 
ruſalem, whoſe Profeſſion was to defend Chriſti- 
ans againſt Pagans, and to fight for the Church. Theſe Re- 
ligious uſed for their (6) Habit a black upper Garment, with 
a white Croſs on the fore part thereof. The Brethren of 
this Order were ſo eſteemed, that upon the Suppeſſion of 
the Templers the beſt part of their Lands was given to them:

The Total of theſe Penſions amounting to 3036l. 13s. 4d.

ſoon eaſed of the Lord Prior's Stipend, whoſe Hoſpital and 
earthly Tabernacle were (as Mr. Fuller expreſſes it) deſſotved 
together; and that Gold, tho a great Cordial, was nos able 
to cure a broken Heart.

1t appears plainly from the Ruins, which are very ſpatious, 
that it was a moſt goodly Abbey. I ſhall give a ſhort Account 
of it from LTeland's Deſcription thereof; who tells us, that 
(c) The Abbey-Church is a right magnificent thing; that 
« there were two Steeples belonging to it, one that had a 
« mighty Pyramis, and fell dangerouſly down in hominum me- 


% zzoria. This Steeple ſtood in the middle of the Church, and 


« was a Mark to all the Countrey round about. The other 
« Steeple was a great ſquare Tower, and ſtood at the Weſt 
« end of the Church. 

«. There were farthermore, as he remarks, in the Abbey 
« Church-Yard two other Churches; one of which was a lit- 
« tle Church, joyning to the South ſide of the Abbey-Church ; 
« and another which ſtood at ſome diſtance”, 

After the Diſſolution the ſame (d) Author tells us, that one 
Stump, an exceeding rich Clothier, bought the Lodgings of 
the Abbey of the King; and that all the Abbey-Offices were 
full of Looms to weave Cloth; and that he intended to make 
a Street or two for Clothiers of the vacant Ground of the Ab- 
bey; and that Weavers had Looms in the little Church. 
This Stamp, he alſo in forms us, was the chief Cauſer and Con- 
tributer to have the Abbey- Church made a Pariſn- Church. 

The Remains of this noble Abbey Church may be ſeen by 
the Draught in the (e) Monaſticon, which tho! it be not above 
a third part of it, yet it plainly ſhews 1t to have been a very 
large Structure, and equal, if not ſuperior, to moſt of our 
Cathedrals in England. The Spire Steeple in the middle, 
and Tower at the Weſt end made it, as I gueſs, reſemble 
the Cathedral of Hereford; but theſe, as well as the great 
Croſs Iſle, Choir, Cloyſters, and Chapter-Houſe, are all 
entirely demoliſhed. That which yet ſtandeth is only part 
of the Body or Nave of the Church, and is walled up at 
each end between the two Steeples, 'tis in length about 140 
Feet, and about 9o in breadth. 5 

The Abbey-Offices are likewiſe ruined, and the whole 
Town decayed, and the Market in a great meaſure loſt. 
The chief Ornament of the Town, befides this Church, is

To the Deſcription we have given, we may ſubjoyn, 
That the Abbey conſiſted of a very ſpatious Body, with x 
fine weſtern Front and Tower, a large Steeple in the mig. 
dle, Croſs Iſle and Choir, exc. and that the Steeples were 
repleniſhed with ſeveral Belis, no leſs than ten, as the In- 
habitants informed me, hanging together in the middle 
Tower, and two in the weſtern one. On one of them waz 
this Inſcription, 


Elyſam cœli nunquam conſcendit ad aulam, 
Qui furat hanc nolam Aldelmi ſede beats. 


But however, this Inſcription did not protect either this 
Or any other of the Bells from Sacrilege. For there are now 
none left belonging to the Abbey-Church; and thoſe which 
ſerve for the ufe of the Town are in a Spire-Steeple of one 
of the two ancient Pariſh-Churches. At the end of the Ab- 
bey Cemetery, the Church whereof (dedicated to St. Paul) 
hath beyond the Memory of Man been a Dwelling for poor 
People. The Inhabitants, out of the Regard they had to 
King Athelſtan, (who was the Founder of all their Privile- 
ges) have erected in Memory of him a Monument in the 
Abbey-Church, on which lies his Effigies in Stone; but J am 
not ſure whether it be the ſame that belonged to his Tomb, 


Which was in the Eaſt part of the Church. 


The Monuments of the Saxoz Saints, and other Perſons 
buried here, (f) ſuch as St. Maildun or Maidulf, St. Adein, 
and St. Johannes Sapiens, are entirely deſtroyed ; and there 
is not one ancient Inſcription, or Tomb, remaining in the 
whole Church, except King Athelſtan's aforeſaid.

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toit; which being an hundred Year after (a) viz. An. 970, re- 


edified by St. Adelwold or EthelwoldBiſhop of Wincheſter, the 
Abbey continued in great Magnificence till the general Difſo- 


lution of the Religious Houſes, when happily eſcaping it was 


converted into a Cathedral-Church, all its Buildings preſerved, 
and appropriated to the uſe of a Biſhop, Dean, ſix Prebenda- 
ries, &c. as were its Revenues for the moſt part employed 
to the ſame uſe, which at the Diſſolution were valued at 
17211. 14s. Dugdale; 19721. 7s. Speed (b). By this means it 
continued entire till the ſecond Havock of Religious Stru- 
ures in the great Rebellion, (c) when the Cloyſters, Chap- 
ter-Houſe, Library, Biſhop's Hall and Chapel, formerly be- 
longing to the Abbat, were utterly demoliſhed, and the 
Chapel of our Lady adjoyning to the Abbey being much out 
of Repair was taken down by the Townſmen, (d) who pre- 
yailed fo have the reſt of the Building made Parochial, which 
for that end they had repaired with great Expenſe. How- 
ever, the Injury that was offered to theſe goodly Edifi- 
ces proved very inauſpicious to the Perſons concern'd in it; 
for the Lead belonging to them being ſold, and ſhipp'd off 
for Holland, was, with the Ship it ſelf, entirely loſt in the 
Voyage. = | 

'Tis well known that an Account of this Place was drawn 
up by Mr. Gunton one of the Prebendaries thereof, and that 
it was afterwards continued and publiſhed in folio in the 


Year 1686, by Dr. Patrick late Biſhop of Chicheſter and Ely, 


who was at that time Dean of this Church ; for which rea- 
fon 'twill be unneceſſary to undettake to give an Hiſtory of 


all the remarkable Paſſages that might otherwiſe be expected 


from me. But I crave leave to obſerve, that ſince the Pub- 
lication of that uſeful Work, the Bells (which are mention- 
ed to have been in the Steeples) being taken down, a tune- 
able Ring of Ten was caſt about the Year 1711, out of the 
four biggeſt Bells (hanging ſeparately in one of the Weſtern 
Steeples) with very little Addition; and that the whole 
Charge of the founding, hanging, framing, c. was defray'd 
by parting with the other Bells to the Bell-Founder, who 
alſo paid an overplus of Fol. towards adorning the Altar; 
which I choſe-to take notice of here on purpoſe to ſhew 
how well filled and adorned our Churches antiently were 
with large Bells, particularly the Abbeys, which diſtinguiſh- 
ed themſelves above the reſt by their ſolemn and deep Notes

ſounding by Clocks. The preſent Bells are ſtill reckoned the 
largeſt in the County. 

As to the two Queens that were buried here, the latter of 
them, viz. Mary Queen of the Scots, was 18 Years after her 
Interment removed to Weſtminſter-Abbey, and a ſumptuous 
Tomb was erected over her Grave by her Son King James 
the Firſt. But the other, Queen Catherine, reſteth here with- 
out any Monument, except it be the Church it ſelf, which 
it is ſaid (e) King Henry the Eighth left ſtanding on her ac- 
count. Pity it is that the like Reaſon had not prevailed 
with him to ſpare St. Edmumndſoury for the ſake of another 
Queen buried there in his life-time, v;z. his own Siſter Mary 
the French Queen. 

What Abbats were buried here will be learned from the 
following Liſt of them. The Church was alſo honoured 
with the Sepultures of many other Perſons of Diſtinction; 
but I refer thoſe that deſire Satisfaction in this Point to Gan- 
ton; Where we have likewiſe the old Eugliſh Verſes (relating 
to the Hiſtory of the Foundation of the Abbey) that were 
put under ſeveral Effigies of Saints, exc. moſt curiouſly pain- 
ted in the Windows of the Church and Cloyſter, together 
with a Catalogue of the Veſtments, Ornaments, Church U- 
tenſils, Books, ; ec. belonging to the Monaftery, which latter, 
viz. the Books, being in number above 2000, may ſerve as 
an Eſtimate to ſhew what valuable and rich Treaſures of this 
kind were in other Religious-Houſes. But that a better Judg- 


ment may be made of the Magnificence and Grandeur of 


this Abbey, and alſo of others, from the Repreſentation 
hereof, I will take the liberty of exhibiting the Dimenſions

The whole that now remains of the Abbey-Church is the 
Nave and fide Iſles, vix. From the great broad Tower at 
the Weſt end, wherein are ſix large Bells, to the Croſs or 
Choir part. The vaulted Arches of the aforeſaid Iſles are 
ſtill in being, and to ſupport them and the reſt of the Build- 
ing, is a Wall run up between the Columns. This Wall is 
now the Eaſt end, and has lately had Windows ſtruck through 


it. The Choir, Cloyſters, Chapter-Houſe, Sc. are entire- 


ly deſtroyed, as is the Stone-Roof of that part of the Nave 
which is yet ſtanding, occaſioned in all like}thood thro' want 
of its lead Covering; of which it probably continued deſti- 
tute for ſome time' after the Diſſolution. This remaining 
Part of the Fabrick ſeems to have been thus patch'd up and 
made Parochial in Queen Elixabeth's time. There is in it a 
wooden Statue, Which, as they ſay, belong'd to the Foun-

At the upper End of the South-Iſle near the Choir, lies, 
under an Arch, Edmund Beaufort Duke of Somerſet; his Tomb 
is an Altar Monument, as is the Lord Wenlock's, which is di- 
rectly oppoſite to it in the North-Ifle, and contains his Effi- 
gies lying thereon in full proportion. In the middle Space, 
under the great Tower at the Entrance of the Choir, is a 
large grey Marble, which had braſs Plates affixed thereto ; this 
is faid to have belonged to the unfortunate Prince Edward, 
only Son of Henry the 6th aforeſaid; on the South fide of 
the Choir, under two Arches, are two grey Marble Altar- 
Monuments reſpectively , which are ſaid to have belonged 
to two Abba ; and beyond them is the Effigies of another 
Abbat, as tis ſaid, carved in full proportion, with theſe Arms, 
A Chevorn inter 3 Eſcallops over all in pale a Palmer's Staff ; 
this is reputed to have been made for Robert Fortington Ab- 
bat of this Place, whom I conjecture to be the ſame 
Perſon with Abbat Robert, (whoſe Sirname occurrs not) 
who died An.

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On the North fide of the Choir is another ancient Altar- 


Monument belonging to an Abbat; it was inlaid round the

The Cloyſters, Chapter-Houſe, exc. of this Monaftery, are 
reported to have been burnt down at the Diſſolution by the 
King's Viſitors, on account, as tis ſaid, of the Monks pre- 
tending to reſiſt them at their firſt coming: But the Towns- 
men purchaſing the Church of them, it was happily left 
ſtanding and made Parochial, and has continued ſo ever fince. 
The Demenſions of this Church are as follows; Length from 
Eaſt to Weſt 300 Feet; Length of the great Crofs-Ifle from 
North to South about 120 Feet; Breadth of the Body and 
fide Ifles 70 Feet; Breadth of the Weſt Front about 100 
Feet ; Height of the Tower 2to Feet. nd ons 

To conclude, the whole is a magnificent Building erected 
in form of a Croſs, vaulted at top with Stone-work , ſup- 
ported with firm large Pillars, and leaded throughout, tho' 
the ſame is kept but in poor Repair. Near it at the Weſt end 
ſtands a ſpacious Gate-houſe, made uſe of for a Priſon, which, 
except the Church aforeſaid, whoſe Draught is extant in the 
Monaſticon, is the only Building remaining of what heretofore 
belonged to the Abbey; the Church being entirely ſtripp'd of 
its Cloyſters, c. and Lady-Chapel at the Eaſt end, which 
I prefume extended it ſelf an 100 Feet farther in length, 
and made the whole Building, when altogether ſtanding, 
about 400 Feet in all: What it is at preſent famed for, is, 
that in its Tower hangs. one of the moſt tuneable Peals of 
Bells in the Kingdom, being in Number 8, caſt out of 5 by 
that incomparable Artiſan Mr. Abraham Rudhall of Glouceſter, 
deſcended from the ancieat Family of his Name living at 
Rud hall, Co. Hereford, whoſe great Induſtry, as it has brought 
Bel-founding to ſach an extraordinary Perfection, as will 
render his Name ever famous; ſo has his moſt exquiſite Skill, 
together with his as juſt and honeſt Dealings, already ſo ſuffi- 
clently recommended him throughout the Kingdom, — 
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has in about 3o Years, and in above 27 different Counties, 
caſt as many entire Peals, conſiſting of 10, 8, 6 and 5 Bells, 
in each reſpective Ring, as will in number amount to more 


than a 1000. As he has been a Reſtorer and Retriever of 


this almoſt loſt and forgotten Art, ſo does he little need a- 
ny, tho' he well deſerves the greateſt Encomium on this Sub- 
ject; eſpecially from one whom Gratitude no leſs obliges to 
acknowledge his Friendſhip, than Juſtice does his Merits.

* — bert King of the Eaſt Saxons, about the Year 
610; and dedicated by Mellitus Biſhop of Lon- 
N don, to St. Peter; it was re-edified by King Ed- 
wdwuard the Confeſſor An. 1066, and (a) endowed at 
the Diſſolution with 34710. 2d. per ann. Dugd. 

309771. 6s. 4d. Speed. King Hen. 8. made it a Biſhop's See; 
but it continued fo only 9 Years, and then became a Colle- 


giate Church for a Dean and ſecular Canons, who have con- 


tinued ever fince, excepting three Years in Queen Mary's 
Reign, during which time an Abbat and Benedictine Monks 
were re-eſtabliſhed here. 

Altho' ſeveral of the preceding Abbeys, as Abingdon, St. 
Auſtin's Canterbury, Bardney, Battell, St. John's Colcheſter, 
Cirenceſter, Coventry, St. Edmundſbury, Eveſham, Glaſtonbus 
ry, Hyde, Hulme St. Benets, Ramſey, Reading, and Taviſtock, 
are entirely ruined, (which makes it the more difficult to 
give a Deſcription of them) this of Meſtminſter hath met 
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with a much better Fate, having by Divine Providence eſca- 


ped the ſame ſacrilegious Hands that deſtroyed the others; 
and being reprieved from Deſolation in the time of Edward 
the 6th, as likewiſe preſerved from the Hands of the Duke of 
Somerſet,who laid in Rubbiſh the magnificent Abbies ofGlafton- 
bury and Reading, (given to him ſoon after the Diſſolution) 
and had a deſign to have done the like by this, had not 17 
Manors of its Revenues, the Palaces of 3 Biſhops, 2 Churches, 
the Cloyſters of St. Paul's, &c. (6) all in the Precincts of this 
City of Weſtminſter and London, been given to him in lieu 
thereof, towards furniſhing Materials for building his Houſe 
in the Strand: So that this being ſtill ſtanding, we ought to 
look upon it as the moſt entire Piece of Monaſtick Structure 
to be ſeen in England. Wherefore from hence we may 
form an Idea of the Magnificence of other Abbies, and re- 
flect how much it would have been to the Honour and Gran- 
deur of this Nation, to have employ'd them, like this, to 
Religious uſes. Re 

This Church therefore having, as before obſerved, eſcaped; 
ſuch effectual Care has been ſince taken for its future Pre- 
ſervation, that it would be proper for me to be very parti- 
cular in giving a nice and diſtinct Relation of every thing 
material, and fit to be taken notice of in a Diſcourſe of this 
nature: But large Accounts of it having been already pub- 
liſhed in Stowe, Weaver, Keep, Newcourt, and the new Sur- 
vey of London, I ſhall refer the Reader to thoſe Relations; 
and after premiſing a few things, confine my ſelf to the gi- 
ving a Lift of its Abbats; which I ſhall be the more exact 
In, ſince thoſe who have written hereof before me, have ei- 
ther omitted , or at leaſt given a very imperfe and erro- 
neous Account of many of them. | 

The Privileges belonging to this Abbey being in ſome re- 
ſpecs ſuperior to thofe of others, I ſhall alſo mention ſome 
of them, viz. That the Abbat and Convent ſhould be free 
from all ſeculgr Servige, and have the Power of elefting a new 
Abbat, on the Deceaſe or Surrender of the former. (c) That 
no Layman or Clergyman ſhall claim any Juriſdiction over 
them; but that they be under the immediate Protection of the 
King, and free from military Service ; and that they and all 
belonging to them, be exempt from all Taxes, Cuſtoms, Suits 
or.

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for our Kings and Queens, and had a particular Office ap- 
pointed them on thoſe Days, and likely had Power to exer- 
ciſe Epiſcopal Juriſdiction in their Liberties. 

This Church is built in form of a Croſs, whoſe Vault and 
ſide Iſles are ſupported = 48 Pillars of grey Marble, each 
diftant from the other 8 Feet; (e) above theſe great Pillars 
there is a Row of leſſer ones, double the Number of the for- 
mer, and of the fame Marble. The Arches are turned in 
imitation of the Gothic way of Building, dividing themſelves 
into ſeveral Squares, which ſupport a ſtately Roof. There is at 
the Weft end of the Croſs a Buttreſs eaſtward, and another 
weſtward, from the great Window. On each of theſe Buttreſ- 
ſes is placed a pyramidical Figure; and all theſe between two 
Towers, each ſupported with a Buttreſs. Eaſtward from the 
Portico on the North fide are two blank Porches, (admit- 
ting of no Entrance into the Church) above which are four 
Windows; over them a Gallery, and higher yet a very 
ſpacious circular Window. Weſtward from the Croſs are 
nine other Buttreſſes on the North, and nine on the South 
fide. Between each are two Windows, one above another. 
Befides theſe before mentioned, adjoyning to the Abbey, are 
feveral Buildings wherein many have been interr'd, eſpecial- 
ly in the Cloyſter, which ftands on the South fide towards 
the Weſt end of the Church, and forms a ſpatious Quad- 
rangle. The Roof of this Cloyfter is ſupported and adorned 
with 72 Marble Pillars and Pilafters, beſides ſmall ones, 
which beautify the blank Apertures of the Walls.

As to the Inſide, it is adorn- 
ed with fine Pillars and ſumptuous Arches, noble Monuments, 
and antient Tombs of Princes, as well as of many of the 
moſt Conſiderable of the Nobility and Gentry ; and with ele- 
gant and pertinent Epitaphs, in memory of the greateſt Wits, 
and moſt accurate Proficients in all kinds of Learning. Te 
theſe Ornaments Jet us add the Neatneſs of the Choir, which 
has the moſt coftly Altar in the Kingdom, given by her late 
Majeſty Queen Aumne; and the Pavement is neatly laid with 
black and white Marble, at the Charge of Dr. Suſßy, late 
Schoolmaſter of the Free-School belonging to this Church, 
as well as Prebend hereof. It has on the North 28 Stalls , 
on the South as many, and at the Weſt end 8. The Foot- 
place for the Communion Table is finely paved in various 
Figures, with Jaſper, Porphyry, Lydian, Toroh Alabafter and 
Serpentine Stones: We muſt not omit the unparallell'd Edi- 
fice ſituate at the Eaſt end, called the Virgin Mary's, or Hen-

| have been the more particular in repreſenting this Paſ- 
ſage, becauſe Sir RoztxTr ATKINS in his ancient and preſent 
State of GLOSTERSEIRE, (to which Work I have referred 
the Reader for a more full Account of thoſe Religious Hou- 
ſes of this County I have occaſion to mention) hath uſed 
ſo little Caution in his treating of this Abbey, that one 
would at firſt fight imagin he had miſtaken and con founded 
it with the Pariſh-Church; tho' his ſaying, that one is de- 
dicated to St. Peter, and the other to St. Mary, is an Argu- 
ment to thoſe which well conſider it, that he himſelf thought 
otherwiſe.

An Account of the Conventual Cathedral Churches, 


that of Merton College in Oxford, reſemble in ſhape a Roman 
T, which is better ſpecify'd in the ſeveral Draughts thereof. 
It contains in length from Eaſt to Weſt 175 Feet, whereof 
the Choir takes about 100. The Extent of the great Croſs- 
Ifle from North to South is 128 Feet; wherewith the height 
of the Tower, ſtanding in the middle of this part of the 
Building feems very nearly to agree; and which, tho' it be 


- now ſituate in the Weſt part of the Church, was no doubt, 


If ever it had a Body, placed in the middle. This Tower 
contains Frames for 10 Bells, whereof only 5 are furniſh'd; 
the firſt Bell was given by Abbat Newland, the initial Let- 
ters of 'whoſe Name, viz. J. N. are yet remaining on it, 
together with this Inſcription, Sancte Clement ora pro nobis; 
on the ſecond is inſcribed, Sancta Margarita ora pro nobis; 
on the third, Sancta Katherina ora pro nobis; on the fourth, 
Clara vocor & Clariorero; and on the fifth, or biggeſt, which 
is not ſized to the reſt, is this Date, 1570. The whole 
Church is well vaulted, covered with Lead, and in good 
Repair throughout; but what I moſtly obſerved when I went 
to viſit it is, that the fide Iſles (which are 73 Feet in breadth) 


are of an equal height with the Body. The Monuments here 


being very few, I ſhall but briefly mention them. The moſt 
noted one are three belonging to antient Abbats, and five 
to the Lord Berkley's Family; which are the only ones I 
viewed of any Antiquity, or indeed that can properly be cal- 
led Tombs in the whole Church, except the ten following, 
which are of a more modern Date, viz.

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That when the whole was ſtanding, it was from Eaſt to Weſt 
300 Feet, and from North to South 124 Feet; to which the 
height of the Tower (ſituate before the demoliſhing the Weſt- 
ern part in the middle) ſeems to agree, that being at pre- 


ſent computed at 123 Feet, tho' when the leaden Spire (ta- 
ken down tempore Caroli 2, on account of its being ſuffered 


to go to decay in the great Rebellion) ſtood on the top there- 
of it was conſiderably higher. The breadch of the Body and 


fide Iſles is 71 Feet; and according to this, the height of the 


Vaulting is nearly proportioned. The chief Beauty this 
Church boaſts of, is the Magnificence of the Choir, built a- 
bout the Year 1350. This is the neweſt part of the Stru- 
cture, and is adorned with Pillars of curious Workmanſhip, 
and has at the Eaſt end a ſpatious Window of 48 Feet in 
height, and 3o in breadth The Roof is neatly wainſcotted 
at top with Oak, in imitation of arched Stone-work; on 


which are painted the Arms of the Nobility and Gentry, 


heretofore Benefactors to this Building, and which were the 
Percys, Warrens, Montagues, Mortimers, Cliffords, Grayſtocks,

In this part of the Church are Monuments of Biſhop Ri- 


chard Bell, the 25 Biſhop, formerly Prior of Durham, Bi- 
ſhop Robinſon and Biſhop Smith: What Tombs were here- 
tofore in the weſtern part is not remembred, tho' there were 


but few in the whole Cathedral: And if any were an- 


tiently erected in the weſtern part, they are all deſtroy- 
ed, together with 8r Feet of the ſaid Building, which was 
pulled down in the late Times of Anarchy and Confufi- 


on; inſomuch, that the whole now ſtanding is reduced and 


contracted to 219 Feet. 
The Reaſon which the Reformers of thoſe Days alledged 


for thus defacing this ſacred Structure, was that they want- 


ed Guard-Houſes to ſecure the City, and that half the Build- 


ing appropriated to Divine Setvice being ſufficient for the uſe 


of the Pariſhoners, they might lawfully make bold with what 
they called the ſuperfluous Part, under which Pretext, and the 
Notion of ſuperſtitious Buildings, they alſo laid hold of the 
Opportunity to demoliſh the Cloyſters, Chapter-Houſe, c. the 


Materials of which having gotten into their Poſſeſſion, they 


thought fit to raiſe to themſelves Houſes out of the ſame, 'tho' 
tis to be obſerved,that none of their Poſterity now enjoy them. 
But this being none of my Province to remark, I ſhall forbear

1. ATHELWoLD, Confeſſor to King Henry, Prior of No- 
ſtell in the County of York, and afterwards firſt Biſhop of this 
Church, is ſaid to have been alſo the firſt Prior here; not 
that he preſided in the Convent in that Capacity, but be- 
cauſe after he was advanced to the Epiſcopal See, he in- 
ſtructed the ſecular Prieſts (whom he had found in the.Church 
at Carliſle, inhabiting there at his coming hither as they are 
reported to have done for ſeyeral Ages) Being himſelf edu- 
cated according to the Rules of the Order of St. Auguſtine ; 
he on this account prevail'd to have his Church made Con- 
ventual. Leland for this Reaſon ſays, that the Convent of 
Carliſle was Filial to that of Noſtell; and the only one 
of that Order that was in any Cathedral Church in England.

40. WILLIAM SELLYNG, S. T. P. (6) elected Prior the 10th 
of Sept. following. He was a great Benefactor to this Con- 
vent, beſtowed large Sums in covering his Church with Lead. 
He built a Tower of Stone from the Foundation, afterwards 
called the Prior's Study, contiguous to the Prior's Chamber 
called La Gloriet, and cover'd it with Lead, glazed the Win- 
dows, and handſomly adorned the ſame. He cieled very 
handſomly the Library over the Prior's Chapel, and cauſed 
ſeveral Books to be placed therein. He glazed alſo the South 
ſide of the Cloyſter, and built the Wall which extended 
from St. Michael's Church to the old Wall, incloſing the 
Convent Garden. He built a new Dormitory in his Ma- 
nor of Tekham, and much improv'd the Prior's Apartments 
there, and alſo in the Manors of Godmer/ham, Holyngborne, 
Orpynton and Suthworke, together with many other Edifices 


within and without the Convent, and improv'd the Con- 


vent's Rents. At his requeſt Archbiſhop Bourchier gave to 
this Convent twenty ſeven Copes, and other Veſtments. 
He was ſent by King Hen. 7, Embaſſador to the Pope, 
where he acquitted himſelf with Honour, and gain'd for his 
Convent ſundry large Immunities. I alſo find that he was 
ſent likewiſe Embaſſador to the Court of France. He died 
the 29th of Dec. 1494, on St. Thomas of Becket's Day, between

41. THomas GoLDsTon, S. T. P (c). ſucceeded the 1% of 
Jan. following. He was ſent by King Hen. 7, Embaſſador 
to Charles King of France. He magnificently finiſh'd, by 
the Aid of Cardinal Morton Archbiſhop of this See, the 
Tower or Lantern in the middle of the Church, and glazed 
and adorned it with elegant carved Work and Gilding, and 
for the Support of it made two large Stone Arches, and four 
leſſer ones, which were ſupported by Pillars. He alſo cau- 
ſed certain Books for God's Service and Uſe of the Church 
to be written, ſome of which were curiouſly embelliſhed 
with gilt Letters, Flowers and Arms. He likewiſe gave a 
very fine Miſſale for the Uſe of the Prieſts ſerving at High- 
Maſs; and farthermore made St. Owen's Shrine of Wood, 
curiouſly carved and. inlaid with Gold. He cauſed to be 
made a certain ſilver Veſſel, in which was depoſited a part 
of St. Dunſtan's Scull., diſcover'd in his time, among the 
other Relicks of the Convent. He alſo gave a Reading- 
Deſk, a braſs Eagle, three pieces of Aryſe Hangings, ſetting 
forth our Saviour's Life and Death, which were hung up at 
certain Seaſons of the Year, and provided two Copes and 
cther Ornaments, and adorned the Prior's Chapel with Cur- 
tains, Tapeſtry, exc. He alſo made a large Drain to carry 
the Rain from the Church through the Convent, and built 
the new Lodging, (near the Prior's old Manfion, called La 
Glorier) conſiſting of Lodging-Rooms, Dining-Rooms, and 
other neceſſary Apartments, with a handſom Porch towards

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the Court. He exchanged the old gold and filver Veſſels for 
new, and added many others to them. In the Prior's Ward- 
robe, he not only repair'd the old, but gave ſundry new 
Veſtments. At Southwark near London, he cauſed the Pri- 
or's Lodgings to be made more. commodious. At Chartham 
he rebuilt the Prior's Stables, and other Apartments, with 
Brick. At Bekyſborne in Levyngſborne Manor, he rebuilt the 
Prior's Apartment, and Chapel adjoyning, dedicating it to 
the Annuntiation , and the Patrons of this Church. He like- 
wiſe built the Hall adjoyning to the Prior's Dormitory, and 
all the other Buildings there, except the Lodge and two 
Barns. At Monckton in Tanet he erected two Barns, and 
moſt of the other Edifices ; and at Seſalter Rectory made the 
whole Edifices, the Barn excepted. At Apuldore Manor he 
built the whole Edifice, and other Offices, which had been 
lately burnt. At Feyrfylde near Apuldore he erected a conve- 
nient Manſion. At Aghycourt he made a new Hall, and 
other Apartments; and at Ebzey Manor, Chambers with 
convenient Chimneys. In ſhort, there was not a Manor or 
Place belonging to this Convent, in which he did not make 
ſome Repairs or new Buildings. In the Marſhes near Apul- 
dore he made fertile 600 Acres of batren Land, and new 
built the outward Door of the Church fronting the City , 
with Wood elegantly carved. He died on St. Eufemias 
Day, (16 Sept.) 1517, (after he had governed this Convent

As'to a Deſcription of this Cathedral, the beſt Idea of 
it may be formed from the ſeveral Draughts thereof, and 
the Ichnography given us in King's Vale Royal of England;

them, both in the Cathedral and St. O/wald's Church; and 
ſhall only here briefly obſerve , that the great croſs Iſle ex- 
tending it ſelf from North to South is by Partitions entirely 
ſeparated from the reſt of the Church, different from all 
other Cathedrals.

<& yaulted, and ſupported by large Pillars, and has ſeveral 
« curious Windows in it. The Wainſcot of the Choir is 
« well wrought. The Organ is large and good. The Font 
« of Marble; and a handſom Screen at the Entrance in- 
« to the Choir, which is 117 Feet in Length, and 33 in

Having thus ſpecify'd the Dimenſions of the Church and 
« Tower, I ſhall referr to the Draughts for the ourward 
% Building, viz. of the Weſt and Eaſt Proſpects, and North 
« fide, publiſh'd by King; which laſt is newly engraven on 
« a large Sheet, and will give a much better Idea of the 
% Out-work than any Deſcription I can impart; as the Book 
« of (d) John Davies, collected out of ancient MS. wrote 
about the time of the Suppreſſion, will ſhew the feveral Of- 
te fices and Apartments belonging to this Convent, and the Or- 
e naments beſlow'd on the Church, and the Coſilineſs of the 
« Shrines ; together with the Names of Biſhops and Priors bu- 
ie ried in the Chapter- Houſe. The former of which I ſhall 
ce beg leave to ſpeak of, and to deſcribe ſome of the inſide 
&< Ornaments and Tombs in the Church, with which I ſhall 
« begin at the upper or Eaſt end, beyond the Choir, remar- 
4 kable for that in no other Cathedral Church, is a croſs Iſle 
« at the Extremity thereof. This part was formerly call'd 
e the Nine Altars, for that in the Front, facing the Church, : 
« were ſo many erected, viz. four on the North part, and 
e as many on the South, and one in the Middle, which

© Being now advanced to the end of the Choir, into the 
« ſecond or middle croſs Iſle, which ſupports the noble 
« high Tower; the firſt Tomb I ſhall obſerve, is that of 
„John Foſſor at the upper end of this Ifle. He died An. 
« 1374, and was the firſt Prior whoſe Bones were depoſited 
jn this Church, his Predeceſſors having been buried in the

4 al;as Malſamb Prior, about the Year 1244, as may be ſeen

To give a full Peſcription of this noble College, the moſt 


magnificent in Europe in regard of its Buildings, the grand 
Front towards the Street being near 400 Foot in length, and 
perfectly regular, with a beautiful Tower in the middle, thro” 


which 1s the Entrance, and the whole Roof, adorn'd with 
Ballifters of Stone, exc. wou'd make a diſtin Volume, to 


expatiate on its peculiar Eminency, in having produced the 
greateſt Men, both in Church and State, of any Society 
whatever, requires a much abler Pen than his, who cannot 
but be aſhamed of the ſmall Proficiency he made, whilſt he 
had the Honour of being a Member of this Houſe, where 
his Father and Grand-father receiv'd their Education.

In deſcribing this Cathedral, I ſhall firſt exhibit the Dimen- 
ions, and then the Monuments „ and conclude the whole 
with the Lift of the Priors aforeſaid. 

Rocheſter Cathedral conſiſts of a Body, and two Ifles on 
each fide. It extends it ſelf from the Weſt Door to the 
Choir-Steps 50 Yards; and from thence to the Eaſt Win- 
dows at the upper end of the Altar 52 Yards more, which is 
in all 306 Feet. At the Entrance to the Choir is a great 
croſs Iſle, in the middle of which ſtands the Steeple, con- 
taining 6 Bells, tis in heighth 156 Feet; which is better de- 
{crib'd in the Draught given in the Monaflicon , and other 
Prints, than it is poſſible to be done here. Length of this 
croſs Iſle from North to South is 122 Feet. 

At the upper End of the Choir, between the Biſhop's 


Throne and High-Altar, is another croſs Iſle about 30 Yards, 


z. e. 90 Feet over. Between theſe two Iſles, on the South 


fide without the Church, ſtands an old ruin'd Tower, no 


higher than the Roof of the Church. I was informed that 
Bells formerly hung here, and that it was call'd the five Bell 
Tower. But I rather believe by the Strength of it, twas 
built by Gundulphus, the 30th Biſhop of this Church, as 4 
Repoſitory for Records, or Treaſury. On the oppoſite fide

The Roof of the Nave, or Body of the Cathedral, from 
the Weſt end to the great croſs Iſle, is flat at top like a Pa- 
riſh-Church, as tis likewiſe under the great Steeple. But all 
the other Parts, viz. the four croſs Iſles, and thoſe on each 
fide of the Choir, except the lower South one which was 
never finiſhed, are handſomly vaulted with Stone. 

The Body and fide Iſles of this Church are about 22 Yards, 
or 65 Feet in breadth; and the Weſt Front about 27 Yards. 
Over the Door at the Entrance into the Choir ſtands a ſight- 
ly Organ; and at the upper End is lately erected an Altar- 
piece of Norway Oak. Near the great Weſt Door on the 
South fide is a Partition made for the Biſhop's Court. The En- 
. cloſure whereof, together with moſt of the Wainſcot of the 
Church, and other Ornaments, were made ſince the Reſtau- 
ration Ax. 1660. This Church having been miſerably defa- 
ced during the time of the great Rebellion, as were the grea- 
teſt part of the Monuments therein ; of the moſt remarkable 
whereof I come now to peak. | |

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Or the North fide the Altar within the Rails are two ve- 
ry old Tombs of Biſhops adorn'd with Mitres, lying at 
length upon Stone Cheſts in Repreſentation of Stone Cof- 
fins, raiſed on Pedeſtals about a Foot from the Ground. 
Theſe I take to have been erected for Biſhop Gilbert de Glan- 
vill, and Biſhop Laurence de St. Martin. On the South fide ' 
oppoſite is another Biſhop's Tomb, ſeemingly more ancient 
than the former, incloſed in a Cheſt, without any Effigies 
on it. This may probably have been for Biſhop Gundulfus. 
Adjoyning to this Tomb ſtands the Confeſſionary, conſiſting 
of three Diviſions of Arches neatly wrought. Tis embel- 
lih'd with Paintings of a Biſhop, exc. in full Proporti- 
on. Between each of theſe Diviſions are theſe Coats of 
Arms; 1ft, of the See of Rocheſter; 2d. of the Monaſtery 
of Chriſt-Church, Canterbury; and, 3d. as I judge, of the 
City of Rocheſter. 

In the Choir on the Right Hand, as you go down from 
the Altar, is a raiſed Monument in Memory of Biſhop Lowe ; 
'tis circumſcribed with old Characters round the Verge, which 
foraſmuch as they are erroneouſly given us by Weaver, I ſhall

At the Feet are the Arms of the Epiſcopal See, impaled 


with the Biſhop's own Arms, viz. On a Bend three Boars 


Heads eraſed, which ſaid Coat is repeated ſeparately. - 
There are no other Monuments in the Choir or Body of. 
the Church, nor one ancient Inſcription left beſides this of 
Biſhop Lowe, or any ancient Inſcription whatſoever, except 
one of William Streaton, who lived about an hundred Years 


ago; they being all demoliſhed, and the Braſſes torn off in 


the great Rebellion. 5 
Under the South Window of the great Iſle, at the upper 
End of the Choir, are two very old Stone Cheſts, raiſed a- 
bout a Foot from the Ground, which are undoubtedly the 
Tombs of ancient Biſhops. 
On the top of them are antique Croſſes, the Lid or Co- 
198 vering 
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vering of one of them being broke off by the Rebels about 
the Year 1646, a Crucifix and Ring were found in it. On 
this fide the Church ſtands the Chapter Houſe, the ancient 
Building of which having been demoliſhed, a mean one was 
erected in the Place.

At the Aſcent up into the Choir under the great Tower, 
are ten Steps, as there are eight other Steps leading to the 
High Altar. Near theſe Steps ſeems to have been an anci-

Under a Window in the North Iſle, is a neat Monument of 


Walter de Merton, Founder of Merton College in Oxford. The 
old Inſcription whereof engraven on the Table under his Ef- 
figies, being inſerted both in Weaver and Godwin, I ſhall not

On the ſame Side, near this laſt Monument of Biſhop Mer- 


202, is (in a ſmall Iſle of the Church, railed in with Iron 


Rails, and paved with black and white Marble) a handſome 
Marble Monument, erected in Memory of Biſhop Warner, 
compoſed Altarwiſe for about 4 Feet, having at top two 
Pillars which ſupport a Corniſh, whereon is ſet his Arms.

Though there have been 85 Biſhops of this See, yet I can- 
not diſcovet more than ten, as above-mention'd, that have 
been huried here, whoſe Tombs are yet in being; and of 
theſe only three, viz. Biſhop Merton, Biſhop Lowe and Bi- 
ſhop Warner, are particularly known to the Officers belong- 


Ing to the Church ; who the reſt were I cannot poſitively 


aſcertain, otherwiſe than as Weaver, Godin, Wharton and 
Le Neve, inform us, that theſe following Biſhops were an- 
ciently buried here, viz. Paulinus, Gundulfus, Gilbert de 
Glanvill, Benedict de Sanſetun, Laurence de Sr. Martin, John 
de Bradfeild, Tho. de Inglethorp and Hamo de Hethe, which 
are all I need account for; eſpecially fince tis to be noted, 
from Biſhop Lowe to this preſent time, which comprehends 
250 Years, tho' near 30 Biſhops have preſided here, not a- 
bove ſix of them have died poſſeſſed of this ſmall Biſhoprick, 
the reſt having been all tranſlated to other Sees, and proba- 


bly there interr'd; ſo that we can only at this diſtance of 
Time recount for the Interment of Biſhop Warner in his own 


Cathedral; and that the Deans and other Dignitaries have 
lkewiſe been buried elſewhere is apparent, for that there are

very tew or no Monuments erected to their Memory in this 
Church; or indeed but few of any other Perſons, as appears 
from what now remains. The only Monuments being as 
follow. | 

In the great croſs Iſle where the Steeple ſtands, is a Mo- 
nument of one Auguſtine Ceſar and his Wife, late Doctor of 
Phy ſick in this City. On one of the great Pillars is likewiſe 
a Compartment for William Streaton, who was nine times 
Mayor of Rocheſter, and died An. 1609. (N. B. This William 
Streaton's and Biſhop Lowes's Monuments were the only two 
the Rebels, Az. 1640, exc. left undemoliſhed) As to the 
other Monuments, they being all erected ſince the Reſtaura- 
tion, An. 1660, I did not attempt to take an Account of 
them. Here are likewiſe-no ancient Arms or Inſcriptions left 
remaining in the Windows. 

On the other fide of the ſame great Iſle is a neat Monu- 
ment of Sir Richard Head, Bart. formerly Parliament Man 
for Rocheſter, He died An. 1689. 

In a Chapel leading out of the great Iſle, is another Mo- 
nument of one Benjamin Cromp, formerly one of the Pre- 
bendaries here. | 

In the Body of the Church remain ſome imperfe& Coats 
of Arms, on a defaced Monument that formerly belong'd to 
the Family of Somers; and near to it is a ſmall Monument 
and Inſcription, in memory of one Richard Somers of the 
fame Family; and on one of the⸗Pillars adjoyning, is a Mo- 
nument of Francis Barril, Eſq; Recorder of Rocheſter, who 
died about the Vear 1679; which are all the Monuments that 
I obſerved, except two of the Family of the Warners, Fa- 
ther and Son, who are buried in the ſame Chapel with their 
Kinſman the Biſhop, and have over their Graves very hand- 
ſome coſtly Tombs erected to their Memory; that of the 
Father, who was Archdeacon formerly of this Church, is 
oppoſite to the Biſhop, and near him is one for his Son Lee 
Warner, Eſq; between the Biſhops and Archdeacons ; the lat- 
ter died Az. 1698. | 

Having thus exhibited a ſhort Account of the Monuments, 
and given, according to my Deſign, the Dimenfions of the 
Church, I proceed to treat of the Priors; and ſhall therein 
comprehend what I have farther to remark in relation to the 
building. of the Church,

2. ARNULPH (c), originally a Monk of Chriſi- Church 
Canterbury, was conſtituted in his ſtead, and govern'd here 
till his Election to the Priorſhip of Canterbury, from whence 
he was preferr'd to the Abbacy of Peterborough An. 1107, 
and from thence An. 1115, to the See of Rocheſter. Du- 
ring the time he preſided here, he gave to this Convent 
Hadenham, Kingſey and Codinton Churches, Co. Bucks, &c. 
and built the Dormitory, Chapter-Houſe and Refectory, 
and cauſed to be made, the principal Veſtment embroider'd 
with a Tree in Gold, and the beſt Cope, and a Covering in- 


laid with precious Stones, two Silver Candleſticks curiouſly 


wrought and gilt, and likewiſe a gilt Flaggon. He alſo pro- 
vided the beſt Veſt, with two others of white Silk, and ma- 
ny other Ornaments. 


3. RAT pH (4) ſucceeded on his Predeceſſor's Election to 


Canterbury, and was from this Place choſe Abbat of Beau- 
ley. On the Death of Gundulph Biſhop of Rocheſter, An. 1108, 
the Monks of this Church attempted to elect him for their 
Biſhop. On his Reſignation of the Priorſhip 

4. OxDovvuinus (e) was again reſtored Ax. 1107. In his 
time Kalph Biſhop of Rocheſter, An. 1114, gave ſome Orna- 
ments to this Church, as a Surplice, with an upper Veſture 
inlaid with precious Stones, a ſmall Shrine gilt on one fide 


with Silver, a Texture of Gold, in which was repreſented 


the Life and Hiſtory of St. Andrew, and other Ornaments.

5. LETARDUSs (F). He preſided in the time of Biſhop 
Ernulph ; as did 

6. BRIANus (g). He obtain'd a Confirmation of the Poſ-

1148, Walter Biſhop of Rocheſter gave 
to this Church ſeveral fine Veſts, Surplices, Tunicks, and 
other Ornaments, and alſo a golden Cup, Mitre, ec.

A worthy Friend of mine being about publiſhing the An- 
tiquities of this Church and its Monuments, I may, on that 
account be excus'd attempting any thing particular thereof, 
eſpecially in relation to the Monuments of Perſons buried 
fince the Reformation. Wherefore all I ſhall note is, from 
ſome few Collections out of Whartorn's Anglia Sacra, and 
out of the Annals of Worceſter, from whence and Leland, I 
ſhall briefly intimate ſome Memoirs, which may poflibly be 
of uſe to my Friend's Undertaking. 

The firſt (a) Cathedral of this See was dedicated to St. 
Peter, in which were placed Secular Canons, (as there were 
alſo in moſt other Cathedrals originally.) But Oſwald being 
a great Admirer of the Monaſtick Life erected a new Church 
and Monaſtery adjoyning to his Palace, An. 969, which he 
dedicated to the Virgin Mary, (in it here were at length 
twenty eight Altars.) He died the laſt of February 992, and 


Was buried near the High-Altar on the South fide of it. 


Afterwards St. Wulſtan, An. 1084, demoliſhed this Church, 
and built one much more magnificent ; in which, with the 
Expence of 72 Marks of Silver, he made a Shrine for the 
Relicks of St. Oſwald and other Saints, which were folemn- 
ly placed here on the 8th of the Id. of Oct. being the Feſti- 
val of this Tranſlation.

1218, 7 Id. of June, on Thurſday in Mhitſun- Week, 
the Cathedral was, with great Solemnity, dedicated in ho- 
pour of the blefled Virgin Mary, St. Peter, St. Oſwald, and 
St. Wulſtan, viz. the great Altar in honour of the Virgin 


Mary and St. Oſwald, and the middle one in honour of St. 
peter and St. Wulſtan; at which time there were preſent the 


young King Hen. 3, with many Biſhops, Abbats, Earls, Ba- 
rons, c. and the ſame Day the Body of St. Wulſtan (who 
had been canonized 9 Cal. May, An. 1203) was placed in a 
Shrine prepared for it. | 

An. 1220, (c) the great Bells were caſt and conſecrated by 
Will. de Blois, then Biſhop. | 

An. 1222, about St. Andrew's Feaſt a violent Storm of 
Wind, Rain and Thunder, caſt down the two lefſer Towers

An. 1224, the Front of the Church was new built, II- 
liam de Blois the Biſhop laying the Foundation. 

Nicholas de Ely Biſhop, firſt of Worceſter and then of Win- 
cheſter, beſides other Benefactions to the Monks, bequeath- 
ed 60 Marks for re-edifying the Tower of the Church, which 
was paid to the Sacriſt by his Executors An. 128r. 

An. 1292, 5 Id. June, Nicholas the Sacriſt adorn'd the 
Church with Tables of Images, placed on each fide that of

King Edward 1. was much devoted to St. Wulſtan, and 
frequently came to Worceſter to viſit his Tomb; and parti- 
cularly when he was about an Expedition into France, An. 
1293, he ſent one of his Chaplains to make Oblations to 
him, and aſcribing his Succeſſes to him. He almoſt eyery 
Year afterwards is recorded to have come himſelf hither, or 
to have ſent others with his Oblations. :

1033. Wulftan, An. xog5. (he built his Cathedral new from 
the Ground, and made the Number of Monks 50.) Samp- 
ſon, An. 1112. Theulphus or Theobald, An. 1123. (theſe 
two laſt were buried near one another in the Nave of the 


Church, near the Rood-Loft) (d) Silveſter de Eveſham. He 


died 13 Cat. Aug. 1218 Walter de Cantelupe. He died 
An. 1265, and was buried near the High-Altar. Godfry Gi, 
fard. He died 2 Non. of Feb. 1301. He was a great Bene- 
factor to his Church, and beſtowed much Money in beau- 
tifying the ſame, by interlacing little Pillars of Marble in 
the Eaſtern part, which he faſtned with little Rings of Cop- 
per. Tho. de Cobham, 1327. He vaulted the greateſt part 
of the Church, eſpecially the North Ifle, in which he lies bu- 
ried.

He made the Body of the Church longer, by adding two

he was buried, under a great Marble near the Weſt end.
